MATERIALS SCARCE 

Large scale settlement under the 
Veterans’ Land Act has not been 
previously attempted because farm 
machinery and seasoned lumber 
have been short supply. In add 
tion there was a desire to protect 
the interests of the men who wil 
be eligible for the benefits of the 
act but who are still overseas 

Mr. Mackenzie said increased 
supplies would become available 
this year and a substantial num 
ber of men who have seen ser- 
vice in an actual theatre of war 
have been or are being discharg- 
ed to civil life. Although the 
settlement program will be 
speeded up this year a large 
part of the -creage acquired for 
soldier settlement will be held in 
reserve for the men still over- 
seas.

Bombers Striking

LONDON, Jan. 4—(CP)—Enemy 
reports of Allied bombers approach- 
ing from Italy heralded the 13th 
straight daylight attack on Germany 
today.

new all-time high mark last year, amount- 
ing to more than $5,095,000. This was a 
clear gain of $160,971 from the figures for

The head of the United States Bureau 
of Investigation thinks the Nazis and Japs 
have joined in an “espionage and sabotage 
offensive” against the American contin- 
ents. He cites in support of this view the 
finding of Japanese-made balloons in Ore- 
gon and Montana, and the arrest of two 
newly arrived Hitler agents in Maine. 


Canadians should take the hint and be 
conspicuous by their silence on troop move- 
ments and other subjects about which Ber- 
lin and Tokyo would like to get inform- 
ation, and subjects which might show 
criminal enemy agent how he could kil] 
servicemen or blow up a munitions plant. 

So far as publicly known Canada has 
not been much troubled by spies or sabot- 
eurs. But that is far from definite know- 
ledge that there have not been listening 
posts in this Dominion from which useful 
information has gone to the enemy, or that 
some of the war tragedies we lament were 
not the result of plots based on such in- 
formation. 


Mr. Hoover is not a man to make the 
suggestion cited above without having 
evidence to warrant the belief and make it 
worth while to put the public on guard. It 
will be safer for our soldiers, our war 
workers, and our war effort, to accept his 
warning and act accordingly.
